EXPECT REVOLT iN CUBA 


Object o f Rule le to Prev ent Ma king 
o f Cinch Do uble Pla y e Under Certa in 
Co nditio ns— Up to Umpire Whether 
Infielder Ca n Get Ba ll.

T he infield fly rule, though It has 
been on the books for a num ber of 
years, 14 still not thoroughly und er­ 
stood by m a ny fans, so th at an expla­ 
nation of its workings will be In line 
The rule, in plalu language, as 11 
stands In the book is us follows: “The 
batsman Is out if before two hands 
are out, while first and second or first, 
second and third bases are occupied, 
h e bit a fly ball, other than a Hue drive, 
th a t can be handled by an lnfielder. 
In such case the umpire shall, as soon 
as the ball be hit, declare it an iutield 
or outfield lilt.” 
This is so clear th a t there really 
ought to be no confusion In interpret­ 
ing it, and yet the 1‘ittsburg d u b re 
cently protested a game under this 
rule. 
T he object of the rule was to 
prevent the mak ing of a cinch double 
play under certain conditions. 
With 
first and second bases both occupied the 
runners, of course, are forced to try to 
advance on a fair hit ball. 
Before the 
adoption of tliis rule it was a common 
practice for a sm art infielder, if a pop 
fly was put up. to muff or tr a p the ball 
Intentionally instead of catching it. 
This forced both runners to advance, 
and if the play was skillfully done a 
quick recovery of the ball, a good 
throw to third base and another to sec­ 
ond would result in the retirement of 
both runners, while only the batter 
would be safe. 
T he runners in such a case as this 
were in a pretty pickle. If they hugged 
their bases a muffed or trapped ball 
would result in their being forced out. 
If they took too big a lead in anticipa­ 
tion of such a play all the fielder had 
to do w as to catch the ball and then 
double one or both of them up before 
they could geF* back to their bases. 
This looked like an unfair burden to 
put on the side nt bat, so the present 
rule was devised to prevent a double 
play under such conditions. 
Now, as noun us the h att er has lift­ 
ed a fly the umpire is required to d e­ 
cide promptly w hether It can be ban 
died by an lnfielder.
